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Death Comes to Head Man of Baseball 
JUDGE LANDIS PASSES A T CHICAGO HOSPITAL 


^~^HICAGO. Notr. 2S—(INS)—Baseb all Cotnmissionsr Ksnssow M. Landis, 
71, died at 5:35 a. in. today after a seven week s* Illness. The white 
haired arb iter of b aseb all had b een a patient in St. Luk e's hospital since 
Oct. 2, when he entered for treatment of a severe cold and lor a rest. 
He suffered several setb ack s, the latest yesterday, and early today his 
condition was given as "low." Previously, hospital attaches said he was 
progressing satisfoctorily. 
Landis this year missed the first world series since b ecoming commis­ 
sioner in 19 21. Recently, at o meeting of representatives of the American 
and National leagues in Chicago, it wos decided to offer him 
a seven-year 
contract os head of the b aseb all world when the present contract expired 
next January. 
The family issued the following satement on the iudge's death: 
"Judge Kenesaw Mountain Landis died today at 5:35 o. m. His family 
wa rn a t his b edside. 
iVo Funera l Service» , 
"In compliance with his wishes, no funeral will b e held. Also in occord- 
ance with his desires, cremation will tak e plaee psivately. Friends are ask ed 
not to ntnd flowers." 
Present at the b edside when the noted figure passed aw ay were Mrs. 
Landis; his son. Col. Reed Landis, a hero of World War I; his daughter. Mrs. 
Sue Ann Phillips of Glencoe, 111.; a granddaughter. Joan Landis Phillips, and 
Mr. and Mrs. John Stevenson. Mrs. Stevenson wos o niece. 
The Judge remained conscious until near the end. Oxygen wos adminis­ 
tered during the night, b ut he failed to respond ond at 5:35 died. The cause 
of deoth wos given as 
a heart attack .

In 19 05, Landis was appointed to the federal bench by Presi­ 
dent Theodore Roosev elt and serv ed until 19 22. 
He imposed the 
largest fine ev er assessed against a defendant, ordering the Stand­ 
ard Oil Co. of Indiana to pay $29 ,400,000 in the famed rebate case. 
In another well-remembered case, Landis sentenced “ Big Bill” 
Haywood and 9 3 other members of the I. W. W. for labor v iolence. 
Shortly after the trial, a bomb exploded in a first-floor anteroom 
of the old federal building, killing sev eral persons. Landis was on 
the sixth floor.

During these same days, Landis established a legendary repu­ 
tation for a crusty, crackling wit.

“ Well,” he drawled, “ do the best you can.” 
Whenev er the court calendar permitted, Landis could be found 
out at the ball park seated in a box, his hands crossed on the rail, 
his 
sharp chin resting on his hands, a non-descript fedora pulled 
down ov er his eyes— watching ev ery play like a hungry, emaciated 
owl. 


The judge still was new in the business when the O’Connell 
case came up in 19 24. Jimmy O’Connell, a high-priced rookie with 
the New York Giants, was accused of trying to bribe Heinie Sand 
of the Philadelphia Phillies to drop a crucial series in the pennant 
fight. 
The long arm of the commissioner reached out like lightning 
and yanked O’Connell from baseball permanently. 
The game’s greater lights, including Babe Ruth, found no 
fav oritism when called onto the carpet in the judge’s office. 
In 19 23, he fined Ruth and Bob Meusel $3,000 each, their split 
of a world series gate, because the Yankee stars disobeyed a barn­ 
storming rule. 
Landis struck at two of the most powerful clubs in the majors 
because he felt the careers of many rookies were cut off ev en be­ 
fore they started and because the competition for recruits wag 
being clogged up by heav y purses. 
In 19 38 , he shook the baseball world by declaring 100 St. 
Louis Cardinal farmhands free agents. 
In 19 40, he cut loose 9 1 
Detroit Tiger chattels from their owners.

The death today of Kenesaw Mountain Landis ended a career 
that would hav e crowded the liv es and taxed the energies of two 
men, two big men. 
It was a career that was colorful and explo­ 
siv e because the “ Jedge” was just that, colorful and explosiv e, 
with a strong dose of honesty thrown in. 
On the federal bench, he could just as easily slap down the 
Standard Oil company as he would a petty counterfeiter. 
This 
integrity carried ov er to baseball, ^ 
where as high commissioner he 
held the contradictory position of F 
being paid $40,000 a year by the 
club owners to make certain the 
club owners and players alike 
stayed in line. 
Landis’ career fell into two 
stages, his years as a federal 
judge and

which began in 19 20, when he 
was called in to deodorize the 
game of the stench left by the 
“ Black Sox” scandal of 19 19 .

One of his first acts was to make certain that no guilty mem- 


He handed down an ultimatum declaring that the practice of 
signing youngsters to blank contracts must cease; that players must 
not be signed for other clubs, directly or indirectly; that no players 
can be assigned to other clubs except through regular channels, 
and that “ working agreements” must truthfully set forth all the 
terms and conditions. 
The judge backed up the ruling with the threat of heav y fines 
and 
made the players inv olv ed ineligible. The rule stuck and the 
life line of baseball, from the sandlots up through the minors to 
the big leagues, began to grow more fluid and more productiv e for 
more people. 
There were times when the league moguls, stinging under the 
Landis lash, sought his remov al. 
But he met all conspiracies and 
rebeUions with the simple threat to resign.
